Afiy- 
one who has lived in the large manu- 
facturing towns of the East, especially 
of New England, and has patronized 
the street railways leading to suburban 
factories, over which the thousands of 
young men and women, boys and girls 
pass night and morning to their daily 
toil, must have been struck with the 
eagerness with which they almost uni- 
versally dive into the columns ef the 
various iliustrated trash with which 
every one is freighted—journals like 
the New York Ledger, Hearth and 
Home, The Chimney Corner, Saturday 
Night, Day's Doings, Police News and 
Police Gazette, or perhaps a_ well- 
thumbed novel of the Southworth 

breed, from some cheap circulating 

library. They are all busy on their 
four-mile route, and when the lunch 
basket comes out at noon the literary 
trash comes out with it, and.instead of 
an hour’s healthy exercise, and the 
walk morning and evening, their whole 
time, and mind, and body are a!l ab- 

‘sorbed in the distorted ravings of Ned 

Buntline, or wild legends of border 

life, at which a frontiersman would 

laugh, or in some sickly tale of love 
and romance, as Lady Audley’s Secret, 
which disturbs and poisons the mind, 
and spoils the appetite for anything 
wholesome. Sickly sentimentalities 
and romantic adventures, which form 
the staple of all this trash, excite the 
young imagination, sow sceds of dis- 
content with their daily toil, sap the 
foundations of useful and happy lives, 
and lead, in not a few cases, to crim- 
inality and final ruin. The heart 

‘sickens at the baneful effect‘upon the 

young who see life only through such 

distorted media. 

How many young lives have been 

ruined by this Bohon Upas of litera- 
ture, God only knows! % How many 
homes deserted let the tears of mothers 
tell! The State places a heavy tax 
upon rum, and a heavy license upon 
the rumseller, and dangles a halter in 
the face of a murderer, but says not a 
word about those who not alone “* kill 
the body, but kill the soul also,” and 
the vulgar nabob who drives his fast 
teams, and entertains Presidents, and 
lives in luxury, has his trash in trade, 
spread out upon every book stall and 
at every railway station. It is thrust 
into your face in the train by great 
publishers in embryo (I believe at least 
two-thirds of the men who issve the 
periodical truck were newsboys) taint- 
ing the very air with its very pres- 
ence.

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| THE PARDONING POWER. 


President Hayes, it seems, has par- 
doned fewer criminals than did ex. 
President Grant during the same term 
of office. Perhaps if he had pardoned 
none no marked injuctice would have 
been done. The pardoning power in 
the hands of the Executive places that 
branch of the government above the 
Judicial, when each branch should be 
coordinate; and further, impairs the 
strength of the Judiciary by an as- 
sumption of the weakness of the equity 
side of the law. It would be more in 
accordance with theory, should it ap- 
pear that a criminal should be released 
before the term of his imprisonment 
expires, that this release be effected by 
the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment, or, if there be circumstances in 
connection with the ease or individual 
cases presented for pardon, which re- 
quire the mature judgment of the Ju- 
diciary, a pardoning commission con- 
sisting of one or more members of the 
Congress er Legislature and one or 
more members of the Supreme Court 
should constitute the board of pardons. 
The abuses of the pardoning power 
are more or less unavoidable, but do 
not alone prove that this power should 
be exercised in great caution and only 
in a very limited number of case. In 
the case of Holland, the Cincinnati 
ballot-box stuffer, the President 
granted him permission to remain in 
the county jail, instead of the’ State 
penitentiary, so that he might be con- 
venient to give certain testimony con- 
sidered of muchimportance. By some 
oversight this was construed into a 
pardon, and Holiand is now election- 
eering in Ohio. 

In our State Harrington, who wassent 
up from Pioche for fifteen years, was 
pardoned out after some fifteen months’ 
confinement in the State prison, and 
as in nearly every other case of pardon, 
committed another crime and is now 
incarcerated for twenty years. The 
convict, as a rule, knows that ashrewd 
attorney works up his case before the 
pardoning board and that a due pre- 
sentation for the State is seldom made. 
He perceives that his State has vir- 
tually insulted justice and stood un- 
covered in the presence of deceptive 
mercy. The resultant-moral effect is 
evidenced in conjunction, of course, 
with his more or less otherwise de- 
praved nature by the commission of 
some crime for which the State must 
inflict punishment after an expensive 
trial. The President exercises this 
questionable power with caution and 
in a limited number of cases, and thus 
betrays his good judgment and his re- 
spect for justice and the sentence of 
courts of law. 


EASTERN WAR RAMBLINGS. 


The session of the Berlin Congress 
willsoon be terminated. Beacoasfield 
and Gortschakoff are on the most ami- 
cable terms, and the Anglo-Turkish 
treaty in relation to the English occu- 
pation of the Island of Cyprus does 
not disturb in the least the Russian 
Premier's mind.- He said that he per- 
ceived no difference between England’s 
occupation of Cyprus and her occupa- 
tion of Malta. He would always be 
pleased with everything tending to 
strengthen England's road to India, 
because calculated to promote the 
prosperity of the whole world. This 
is the exhibition of a spirit quite dif- 
ferent from that which has been shown 
by England. The latter nation bear 
very successfully the part of the dog 
in the manger. The Batoum question 
has been settled, and the dispute over 
Olti satisfactorily disposed of. It is 
stated that the Bulgarians and Cos- 
sacks, and even some of the regulars 
of the Russian army have committed 
most flagrant outrages south cf the 
Rhodope mountsins. These massacres. 
predatory incursions and burning of 
villages seem to have originated from 
a local fanatical strife. The Christians 
endeayored to expel the Musselmen. 
The probability is that since these re- 
ports were received by Fawcett, mem- 
ber of the English Parliament, that 
they are grossly exaggerated and de- 
signed -more for political purposes 
than the statement of a distressing 
fact which calls for immediate and ef- 
fective redress. _

The resolu 
tions adopted call upon our brothers 
in Gerinany to use every effort in the 
coming election to send representa- 
tives of labor to the German Parlia- 
ment, to boldly defy intimidation, to 
agitate for the overthrow of militer- 
ism, even i prison or exile be 
their only rewar 


The language of Jonas is not com- 
munistic, but is simply significant of 
a wide-spread feeling throughout the 
the German empire. The military 
tyranny of Germany has grown intol- 
erable, and must be greatly relieved 
by areduction in the number of the

standing army and the length of mili-| 


tary service. Of. course socialism is 
erratic, but it is, in a modified way, 
the expression of a demand to which 
the German government must accede.

Convention of Jews. 
Miunwavxkrr, July 9. — Delegates 
from the American Hebrew congrega- 
‘tions of the principal cities of the 
United States meet in annual conyen- 
tion at Concordia hall to-morrow. 
About 150 delegates will be present, 
and as they are representatives of the 
religious and educated classes of the 
Jewish people of the country, it is ex- 
pected that the gathering will be one 
of unusual importance. A _ special 
subject of the convention will he to 
harmoniee and -unite the various ins 
terests of the different sections of the 
country. The council will also dis- 
cuss the feasibility of securing lands 
in the West and South that may be 
colonized by Jews who are not pos- 
sessed of sufficient means to establish 
their own homes and business, The 
principal aim of the session will be to 
consvlidate all the reformed congre- 
gations of the country to the impor- 
tant end thata number of colleges 
and auspices of the council may be 
established. Another object is to se- 
cure uniformity of service among the 
reformed congregations. The session 
will continue until Friday. During 
the convention there will also be held 
here the convention of the Rabinical 
Literary Association, at which about 
forty Rabbis from various sections are 
expected to be present. 
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The Indian War. 

Reports from Umatilla say the hos- 
tiles are dividing their forces. They 
are scouting for the purpose of gather- 
ing renegades to assist them in fight- 
ing. Troops are patrolling the Colum- 
bia river to prevent the hostiles from 
crossing it. The steamer Northwest 
is being used for this purpose near 
Umatilla. Governor Irwin, of Calli- 
fornia, has sent arms and ammunition 
to settlers in Surprise valley. 

General Howard has had a fight with 
the Indians at the head of Butter 
creek. He found the savages strongly 
intrenched, but succeeded in driving 
them from their position. Five en- 
listed men were wounded. The In- 
dians moved their women and chil- 
dren and horses before the fight began, 
and it is thought in the direction of 
Grande Ronde.

Increase in Postoffice Basiness. 

During the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1878, the issues of ordinary 
postage stamps by the postoffice de- 
partment amounted to $19,468,618, as 
against $18;181,676 the preceding 
year. Issues of newspaper stamps in- 
ereased from $1,000,605 to $1,093,- 
845; the issue of stamped envelopes 
and wrappers from $4,516,932 to 
$4,905,774, and the issue of postal 
cards from $170,000,000 to $200,063, - 
000. The total amouni of increase in 
issues for sale to the public was 
$1,975,169, or $73 per cent.as com- 
pared with last year.

Of course the action of a 
former meeting was reversed, and a 
definite statement made in writing that 
the Trustees desired to remove any 
imputation whieh they had cast upon 
Mr. Bragg’s name. From what we 
learned the action was a hasty and ill- 
advised thrust at Reno on the part 
of Mr. Hill, one of the Trustees. Ac- 
cording to common report and com- 
plaint in Carson, Mr. Hill is rather 
officious in the discharge of his duties, 
and his action was universally re- 
gretted. He had Cook pools and 
should never have taken part in a 
decisién upon therace. However, the 
Trustees have fully rescinded their 
action, and although it is a questivna- 
ble policy—this calling a man a thief 
and then taking it back—those papers 
which have industriously circulated 
the accusation should give Mr. Bragg 
a full and fair correction.

The Chair 
then introduced Mrs. Young, of Grass 
Valley, who gave a very sensible lec- 
ture on the necessicy of unity of ac- 
tion on the part of the laboring men, 
and that they should ‘support Ameri- 
can industry and not give patronage to 
the Chinese. Dr. Clark, of San Fran- 
eisco, Was next introduced, and he 
launched forth a shower of abuse at 
corporations, but especially gave the 
Chinaman, that “animal with the head 
and tail on the same end,” the full 
benefit of his abuse. He was entirely 
familiar with the Chinese, having 
thoroughly mastered thirteen different 
dialects in that language and claimed 
that he is a pioneer on this coast, hay- 
ing resided here for 54 years. The 
meeting adjourned to meet Saturday 
night week.
